Monday passed the Chinese exclusion 
bill, af‘er Incorporating in it several 
am endm ents which cnanged the dras­ 
tic character of the measure. The bill 
excludes all Chinese of mixed blood 
and prevents the employment of Chi 
nest? sailors on American ships. 
As 
passed,|th e hill practically re-enacta 
all the existing exclusion laws and in ­ 
corporates 
with 
them 
the 
existing 
treaty regulations. 
It extends these 
laws to the Philippines and the other 
possessions of the United States, and 
forbids Chinese laborers in our colo­ 
nial possessions from coming into this 
country. 
The Philippines commission 
Is directed to adopt proper measures 
for the enforcement of the provisions 
of the btii in the Philippines. 
The conference report on the war 
revenue tax repeal bill was adopted 
and the hill sent to the W hite house. 
Late in the afternoon Mr. Fowler of 
New Jersey moved to pass under sus­ 
pension of the rules the senate bill to 
extend the charters of national banks 
for 20 years. 
The Democrats 
were 
taken completely by surprise. 
As it 
was after the usual hour for adjourn­ 
ment, the attendance was slim. 
The 
Democrats attem pted to filibuster, but 
a call of the house finally secured a 
quorum and the bill was passed.
